the Delaware line becomes the JFK memorial Highway. Stay on that (195) 
until you get to the Ealtimore Beltway (1495), where you bear right, follow- 
ing vhe confusing "Towson" sign to do it. Stay on 495 to S I70N, which is k 
about Exit 14. That is a short connection to U340 ,7est and will save the 
traffic-lighted part of 40 closer to Baltimore. Stay on 40 iDto the edges of 
rederick. It will aesd end on US15, on which you stay about a mile or two 
to the . osemont Ave exit, where you come off and turn right, under the 
highway you have just left. After going under the bridge the first road on 

ls Skookstown Roed, alongside a brick benk. Stay on that until you get 
to Old Deceiver road, about 3 miles. Turn right for .3 mile, staying on 
Old Receiver at the fork (that is, sweep ieft-the right leg is a private 
paved roan into e housing development J. You will then see our mailboxes end 
the lane on the right leading into par home.
